By ripening on the tree, the sugar, starch 
and other farinaceous components of the pear 
are elaborated for the benefit of the seed, and 
the fruit then speedily rots at the core or 
becomes so dry and mealy as to be tasteless, 
Ripened artific ially and skillfully, the vege- 
table acids act slowly on the starch, gum, 
etc. of the pear, connecting these substances 
nto grape-sugar, breaking down the cellular 
tissues and setting free the aromatic juices 
ind giving us a sweet, juicy, high-flavored | 
fruit. Chemists eall this process a saccha- 
rine fermentation.

ture decay. Choice specimens, that are in- 


tended for exhibition, should be wrapped 
singly in paper, just as oranges are, and 
placed in dark drawers or closets, but the 
bulk of the crop may be piaced in boxes with 
& layer of paper between each layer of 
apples, like layers of raisins or grapes. 
Paper is a non-conductor of heat, and thus 
Serves to keep the fruit cool and of an even 
temperature, which, as we have before said, 
should be as near 60 deg. as it is possible to 
keep it. Paper is also impervious to the 
vapor ordinarily in the air and slowly ex- 
haling from the fruit, and therefore serves to 
keep the pears from wilting. In packing*the 
pears in boxes care must be taken not to pile 
too many on each other, lest the pressure 
should cause indentations, and consequently 
fermentation and decay. 

Late in the season, when the weather has 
become cold, pears may be ripened by spread- 
ing them on a chamber floor with a woolen 
blanket under and over them. 

Winter pears may be left on the trees as 
long as the weather will allow and then 
packed carefully in barrels and placed in the 
cellar, and when desired for use brought up 
into @ warm room wrapped in paper to pre- 
vent shriveling, and ripened. One of the 
most successful modes of ripening winter 
pears isto pack them in Indian meal and 
keep them in a room, the temperature of 
which is about 60 deg. If the room is heated 
by a furnace water should be kept in the air 


chamber, as the dry air of a furnace causes 


the fruit to wither and absorbs the aroma, 


If it is desirable to lengthen the season of 
ripening summer and fall pears, this may 
easily be done, by picking the fruit at differ- 
ent seasons, and also by reducing the tem- 
perature of the room in which it is kept. A 


dark, cool cellar will retard the ripening o 
pears for some days.

lutely which is the best. The Mediterra- 
nean includes several sub-varieties, the

hardly go amiss in calling for the best 
Mediterranean winter wheat, and if not that 
ask for the Canada Flint. Mr. O. B, Had- 
wen of Worcester, had fine specimens on 
exhibition at the New England Fair, and 
some parties bought seed wheat of him.

WINTER RYE. 


Editor Massachusetts Ploughman : 

I have a piece of land of four or five acres 
under cultivation this year. Another season 
I intend to seed it down to grass, and have 


thought of sowing winter rye this fall, to cut | 


in June, and dry for fodder; then sow to 
Hungarian, which will come off in season 
for seeding down next August. Please state 
in Ploughman if you think the rye will make 
good fodder for winter use, and make other 
suggestions that may apply in this case, for 
the benefit of your readers. E. J. 

Haverhill, Sept. 2d, 1878. 

Winter rye sown now will do very well to 
cut green in April snd the first of May, but 
cattle do not relish it after it is well grown or 
of much size, and we do net believe they 
would like it cut and cured in June as hay. 
If it were not wanted as a soiling crop early 
in spring, we should cut and cure it very 
early or else let it mature for the grain and 
straw. It would be better for the land to 
let it lie fallow, cultivating 1t occasionally to 
keep down the weeds, till the middle of 
June, then sow your Hungarian as you pro- 
pose. We should incline to prefer this 
course, if we did not wish to yaise a crop of 
rye for the grain.—[ Eb.

spoonful, which with good nutritious food, 
| would doubtless assist to restore the health

POT GROWN STRAWBERRIES. 


The planting of pot grown strawberry 
plants in July and August is growing in 
popularity and has several advantages, which 
will commend the mselves to the amateur’s 
garden as well as to the market gardener. 

The plants for this purpose are raised by 


planting the first runners which grow in 


| May, June and July, in three inch pots 
| which are plunged to the rim in the soil of 
| the bed, a small stone or forked stick being 


used to hold the runner in place. When the 
new plant has become well rooted it can be 
transplanted to the new bed at any conven- 


are elaborated instead of fibre and | ient time when the weather favors, in July, 


August, or even in the early days of Septem- 
ber; the roots being held compactly by the 
pot, the plant wilts not, even in hot weather, 
and the growth is so continuous and rapid 
|that a full crop is insured in ten months 
| after planting, and with very little expense 
for weeding. 

The objections to this plan are the ex- 
pense or labor required to raise or buy. the 
potted runners, and the high manuring re- 
quired to grow a large plant in ashort time. 
The price charged by the nurserymen for 
the potted runners, $2,50 to $4,00 per hun- 
dred, will exclude them from large sale for 
market purposes, but they could easily be 
raised to be used on the spot, ata cost of 
$5 per thousand. At this price, supposing 
them set at fifteen inches apart in beds 
of four rows with two feet alleys, would give 
over twenty thousand plants per acre, cost- 
ing $100, which is much less than the cost 
of weeding an acre in the ordinary method 
of growing strawberries. 

The amount of manure recommended by 
Mr. Henderson in his circular is three inches 
over the entire surface of the soil, or about 
seventy-five cords per acre; this of course 
would be extravagant except in raising prize 
fruit for exhibition or ina small private 
garden. There can be no doubt, however, 
that to grow a vigorous plant between 
August lst and November Ist requires very 
liberal dressing; perhaps the market gar- 
deners would be able to use for this purpose 
the ground which is cleared in June and 
July of crops of early lettuce, greens, onions 
and beets ; such land would need no addi- 
tional manuring for strawberries except per- 
haps a little nitrate of soda or sulphate of 
ammonia. 

After setting these potted plants, the cul- 
ture consists in frequent hoeing and weeding 
and constant pruning of all runners as fast 
as they appear. Of course they need winter 
covering as other strawberries. It is said 
that plants thus raised will yield from a pint 
toa quart each. A pint would give ten 
thousand quarts per acre, a very heavy crop, 
much heavier than is usually raised in mat- 
ted beds. We shall try this method thor- 
oughly and hope to be able to report the 
results next year. W. D. P.

AMONG THE CATTLE AT THE NEW 
ENGLAND FAIR. 


(From the Special Ploughman Correspondent. } 


The cattle sheds extend nearly the entire 
distance around the extensive grounds ; and 
carpenters are still busy erecting additional 
accommodations for the unexpectedly large 
number in this department. The show is 
remarkably fine whether in point of numbers, 
the large number of breeds represented, or 
the excellence of the various animals of each 
breed. Good judges say it is the best show 
of cattle ever seen in New England. We 
can only notice here some of the more strik- 
ing features which catch the eye in walking 
around the grounds. 

On entering the grounds at the Secretary’s 
office and passing around to the left, we 
| encounter firat the 

JERSEY CATTLE. 

This favorite breed is well represented by 
the animals exhibited by Samuel C. Colt of 
| Farmington, Ct., George Blanchard & Bro. 
|of Cumberland Centre, Maine, Henry B. 
Osgood of Whitinsville, H. Breck of New- 
ton, Mass., James Lawrence of Groton, Mass., 
and C. B. Metcalf of Worcester. 

We were particularly struck with the 
beauty of a three-year-old bull exhibited by 
| Mr. Breck and the calves sired by him. 
Jersey calves always remind us of deer in 
their delicate limbs and gentle gracefulness 
of carriage. 

The only exhibitor of Guernsey cattle is 
Mr. James Lawrence of Groton, Mass. 
These cattle are similar to the Jerseys, even 
better as butter makers as is claimed, but 
| rather coarser and heavier. 

THE AYRSHIRES. 
The show of Ayrshires is very large ; the 
milking qualities of this breed are getting 
to be well understood. 
Among the best of this breed are those 
jexhibited by B. F. & A. Harrington of 
Worcester, Herbert Merriam of Weston, 
John Dimon of Putnam, Ct., and B. J. Stone 
| of Westboro’. 
Hillman & Brigham of Marlboro’, Mass., 
| have a cow which 1s said to have given 
| 13,513 pounds of milk in a year. 
There are many other exhibitors of this 
| favorite breed too numerous to cite here, but 
they will be found in our list of entries. 
THE HEREFORDS. 
The Hereford cattle come mostly from 
| Maine, and are there the popular breed for 
beef. There are many fine animals of this 
breed. A large bull called “ Highland 
; Chief” weighs 3,000 pounds, exhibited by 
J. 8. Hawes of South Vassalboro’, Maine. 
THE DEVONS. 

The Devons are well represented, and 
come mostly from New Hampshire. Among 
the exhibitors are N. B. Reed of Princeton, 
Mass., and Iaaac Woodbury of Salem, N. H. 

THE SWISS. 

The Swiss cattle seem to be gaining 
ground judging by the number exhibited. 
They are favorites about Worcester for 
| milkers ; they somewhat resemble Jerseys, 

but are heavier boned and hardier in appear- 
| ance. 
[. N. Keyes of Worcester, has some remark- 
| ably fine animals of this class. 
THE SHORTHORNS. 

Shorthorns are also gaining ground, and 
many very fine animals are on exhibition. 

J. Winslow Jones of Portland, exhibits 
jone bull four years old, weighing 1900 
|pounds. C. B. Patton of South Walpole, 
| another four-year-old, weighing 2440 lbs- 
| But for the heaviest ox on the ground is 
the Hardwick ox, exhibited by Wm. Mixter. 
| He is five years old, of Durham blood, and

RED POLLED OR HORNLESS. 

| Then there are some fine red polled or 
|hornless cattle, and a few very handsome 
| belted Dutch cattle, exhibited by C. H. Til- 
}ton, Jr. One bull of this breed weighs 1481 
| pounds. 











GRADES. 

There are very numerous grade cattle of 
various breeds and great excellence, showing 
that the high blood is being diffused gener- 
| ally with profitable results. 

THE SWINE. 

The exhibition of swine is excellent and 
comprises very good specimens of the Berk- 
shire, Yorkshire, Chester White and Poland 
China. 

The largest hog is a barrow, two years 
old, weighing 925 pounds, of Berkshire 
breed, exhibited by J. G. Dickinson of Har- 
vard, Mass. This breed is one of the best, 
and the pigs by the same exhibitor are 
uncommonly fine. 

The Poland Chinas do not strike us as 
being so desirable, being rather coarser boned 
animals. 

W. E. McQuillan of North Hadley, Mass. 
has a very fine lot of Berkshires. 

The Yorkshire seems the favorite white 
breed and deservedly so. They have taken 
the place of the Chesters, so popular a few 
years ago. A. A. Kelley of Worcester, has 
a good show of this breed. 

VEGETABLES, FRUITS AND FLOWERS. 

The fruits, flowers and vegetables are on 
exhibition at Mechanics’ and Washburn 
Halls, and attract much attention, calling 
forth the warmest expressions of interest 
and admiration. 

The display of vegetabies is highly credi- 
table to the enterprise of Worcester and 
vicinity. Vegetables are so bulky and incon- 
venient of transportation, that no large part 
of the exhibition comes from a distance, but 
we notice as usual some very remarkably 
fine celery and other vegetables from Josiah 
Crosby of Arlington, and some uncommonly 
good squashes from L. W. Lewis of Lowell. 
The potatoes, too, are very smooth and good. 
The beets very fine. The tomatoes we have 
never seen better. 

The crop of apples must be uncommonly 
good, judging from the great size and excel- 
lence of the fruit displayed. We are glad 
to welcome among the fruit exhibitors the 
distinguished nurserymen, Ellwanger & Barry 
of Rochester, N. Y. The pears, plums, 
grapes and peaches are all very tempting in 
their way, and show how general and diver- 
sified is the taste for fruit. 

The flowers and plants are exceedingly 
beautiful. There is no better evidence of 
the growing taste for the beautiful and ele- 


increasing variety of the flowers and beauti- 
ful plants to be found at our shows and in 
every household.

HORSES 

As already Indicated, there is a very large show 
of horses on the grounds, some of them of rare 
excellence and great promise. There is, however, 
a noticeable lack of first-class stallions of mature 
age. The young stock is very fine, and gladdens 
the eyes of the many old horsemen who are spec- 
jally interested in this department. There are 
nineteen entries ot stallions for general use, 8. F- 
Twichell of South Framingham showing four, 
“ Faithful,” 5 years old, “Myrus Patchen,” 6 
years, ‘“‘ Patchen Boy,” 7 years, and “ Bonanza,” 
5 years old, the first two fine looking bays, and 
the others dark chestnut, all of Patchen stock, and 
of fine action. John R. Graham of Quincy shows 
“ Mambrino Dudley,” a heavy bay; J. W. Jones 
of Portland, Me., “ Riverton Knox,” a beautiful 
sorrel; Dr. C. A. Bemis of Worcester, “ Black 
Cloud,” brought from Kentucky by him in March , 
9 years old, coal black, of delicate silky coat 
having all the points of a thoroughbred animal ; 
“ Black Cloud” has made 2:36 1-2 under a fort- 
night's training, is full brother to “ Lady Stout,”’ 
purchased by Robert Bonner for $15,000 after hav- 
ing made the three best successive heats for 3- 
year-olds. Thos. Merrigan of Millbary brings 
“P. W. Jones,” a very large bay 12 years old; 
the estate ot J. G. Wood of West Millbury, “ Son- 
tag’s Duroc,” and the Hambletonian breeding 
stud show “ Richwood,” with four of his colts. 

In the four-year-old stallion class, C. M. Deland 
of North Brookfield shows “ Young Privateer,’’ 
a beautiful bay, with white face and black points, 
inheriting much of his sire Privateer’s appearance 
and action.

The Ames 
Plow Co., always prominent in exhibitions of 
this kind, eid unsurpassec in the excellence 
of their prodactions, have a splendid show of 
some 600 different articles, among which are 
some 100 different varieties of ploughs, Monroe's 
patent rotary harrow, little Giant mower and 
reaper, with self-rake, corn-shellers, seed sowers, 
hay cutters, cider mills, wine presses, lawn mow- 
ers, handcarts, cultivators, horse-hoes, and a long 
catalogue of other articles, altogether too numer- 
ows for specification. Kinnicut & Co., of Wor- 
vester, show the Philadelphia lawn mower. The 
Higganum Maof. Corporation of Boston display 
the Charter Oak plough, wheel-jacks, corn-shel!- 
ers, root cutters, etc., ete. Whittemore Bros. of 
Boston have the Oliver chilled plough, manu- 
facture’ at South Bend, Ind., and a fine assort- 
ment of other implements. The Richardson 
Manf. Co. exhibit the popular Buckeye mower 
and reaper, Bullard hay tedder, Whitcomb horse 
rake, and many other articles. Belcher & Tay- 
lor of Chicopee also have a large collection of 
implements of various kinds, which present a 
fine appearance. Thos. Smith & Co., Worcester, 
manufacturers of mowing machines knives, ex- 
hibit knives for ase on thirty different machines. 
W. H. Bowker & Co., Boston, show in this tent a 
large number of specimens of the Stockbridge 
fertilizers, so much discussed of late in agricul- 
tural meetings.

Dayton, O., which is a new implement in this see- 
tiom, attracted a good deal of attention, and 
seemed to be well adapted to its purpose. 

‘There are two patterns of kerosene street 
lamps on exhibition, one by Clark & Sawyer, 
Worcester, and another called the Vesper street 
lantern, exhibited by the agent, J.M. Bruce, Town- 
send, Mass. This lantern is a handsome one, 
and so constructed as to be easily removed for 
the parpose of cleaning and filling, and protected 
from the effect of rain and wind. 

W. E. Barrett & Co., of Providence, R. I., show 
the well-known Champion reaper and mower. 

E. E. Lammus & Co., Boston, exhibit the 
Randall harrow, which has come to be recognized 
as an exceedingly valuable implement on the 
Fred Atwood, Winterport, Me., shows, among 
a large collection, the Meadow King mower, and 
Osborn plough sulky, the last of which seems to 
be an object of special interest. 

Thos. A. Leonard, West Fitchburg, exhibits the 
new Kenyon mower.

B. Weaver, Newport, R I., exhibits the 
Tiger rake, with self-operating wrought iron 
axle. 

Everett & Small, Boston, show LaDow’s Pul- 
verizing harrow, with a large variety of ploughs 
and other implements. 

Baker’s Glass Cylinder Force Pump, manu- 
factured by H. R. Baker, Fiskville, R. I., which 
it is claimed will throw a pail of water in seven 
strokes, and has force enough to carry water to 
the top of a two-story house, looks capable of 
performing all that is claimed for it. Mr. Baker 
also has a double-acting Carriage Washer, which 
throws a steady stream 50 feet, and weighs only 
25 ths. 


In the basement of the Exhibition building a 
number of persons are engaged in manufacturing 
Hecker’s self-raising flour into bread and griddle 
cakes, the cakes being distributed, with a liberal 
coating of butter and sugar, to the admiring 
crowd, There is a constant stream of visitors in 
and out, among whom are very many ladies, who 
doubtless rejoice at the prospect of being relieved 
from the vexations incident to the use of yeast 
and saleratus. 
A. W. Gray’s Sons, Middleton Springs, Vt., 
have a tent on the grounds in which they show 
horse power and a threshing machine. Burt, 
Hildreth & Co. also have a horse power and a 
thresher on the grounds. 
A farmer’s anvil and vise combined, three 
sizes of which are on exhibition, at prices vary- 
ing from $3 to $4.50, strikes usas an ecceedingly 
useful and convenient tool, which would be ai- 
most invaluable toa farmer, and often come into 
effective use in a house where any of the mem- 
bers have a turn for mechanics. 
THRBAD AND WIRB. 
In this connection we may mention that a very 
interesting feature of the exhibition is seen in a 
building erected by the Washburn and Moen 
Manf. Co., and the Warren Thread Co., which is 
supplied with power by a small engine. In the 
southern section is a machine for winding spool 
cotton, another for winding the tambour mending 
cotton on cards, and a sewing maching for test- 
ing the thread. The company warrantthe thread 
to be as good as Clark’s, which everybody knows, 
and it will ran on any sewing machine. A large 
revolving cone occupies a conspicuous place in 
the building, upon which spools of different col- 
ored thread are arranged, which make a pretty 
sight. 
The Washburn & Moen Co. oceupy the north- 
ern section, and their machine illustrates the 
process of twisting and putting barbs into 
fence wire. The best Bessemer steel wire is used, 
and the machine is capable of twisting 1000 Ibs a 
day, the wire averaging 144 ft. to the tb. A por- 
tion of the fence around the Exhibition grounds 
has been capped with this wire, to prevent the 
surreptitious entrance of the namerous street 
Arabs who swarm along the line. But the en- 
terprising gamius are fertile in resources, and 
finding that method of ingress barbed against 
them, they resort to the expedient of undermin- 
ing the fence, and slyly slip in to gratify their 
curiosity in company with more decorous and 
honest folk who have yielded up their half-dol- 
lars at the gate.

Fellow Citizens, -1t is with great pleasure that 
I announce to you that we have with us. to-day 
His Excellency Gov Rice of Massachusetts, and 
als» Gov Prescott of New Hampshire. In the ab- 
sence of Dr Loring, the President of the New 
England Agricultnral Society, in consequence of 
sickness in his family, Hon Daniel Needham, 
Secretary of the New England Agricultural Soci- 
ety, takes his place. I have the pleasure of in- 
troducing to you Hon Daniel Needham of Groton.

Col. Needham spoke as follows : 


Remarks of Hon. Daniel Needham. 


Gentlemen of the New England Agricul- 
tural Society: We congratulate you that 
we have in the New England Agricultural 
Society a spirit which defies the elements, and 
which makes man superior to the weather. 
{Applause.] We congratulate you that we 
have brought into the city of Worcester, the 
heart of the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts, and the very territorial centre of New 
England, the best exhibition of animals, of 
agulentvarel implements and productions, as 
well as needle and fancy work, that has ever 
been brought together in the New England 
States. We are not disappointed in our 
capabilities and we are not disappointed in 
the brave and noble men who have tome 
down here from Vermont and New Hamp- 
shire, who have come here from Maine, 
Rhode Island and Connecticut, and helped 
our old Bay State make up this grand exhi- 
bition. We have here on exhibition speci- 
mens from all the leading herds of cattle in 
Massachusetts and New England. We have 
ere on exhibition specimens of the best 

sheep that can be found in the United States, 
we havg specimens of the best breeds of 
swine, and in other departments we have not 
been excelled by any American society, and 
I question whether we have ever been excelled 
even by the United Stetes or the Centennial. 

Gentlemen, it is not my purpose to detain 
you. It is only my purpose to congratulate 
you. We have always had success. We 
have always been able to pay our premiums. 
We have always been able to pay all the 
bills that we have made in the great expen- 
ditures which have be@h necessary in the 
organization of this great annual exhibition, 
and we have done it out of the great patriot- 
ism and liberality of the people. We have 
no State treasury behind us, no parties have 
left us legacies, but these exhibitions have 
been maintained from 1864 to the present 
time—this is our fifteenth annual exhibition— 
by the patriotism, liberality, and enterprise 
of the people of the New England States. 

Gentlemen, it is my high pleasure to intro- 
duce to you His Excellency, the Governor 
of Massachusetts, who was never at any 
place, here or elsewhere, more heartily wel- 
comed than he is by you to-day.

SECRETARY NEEDHAM’S REMARKS. 


Gentlemen :—In behalf of the New Eng- 
land Agricultural Society, I thank the Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts for his kindly words 
of welcome and congratulation. We are a 
migratory institution. We go invo the dif- 
ferent S‘ates and we are, and have been 
welcomed, not only by the civil officials of 
those States, but by the agricultural associa- 
tions of those States; and when we have 
come into Massachusetts we have always 
been welcomed here. We have gathered 
here, not only Massachusetts men, but rep- 
resentative men from all the New England 
States; and more, we have representative 
men from New Jersey here. The New Jer- 
sey State Agritultural Society has sent its 
representatives here in large force, that they 
may see the productions of your skill and 
industry, and compare them with their own. 
And we have gentlemen here from Mary- 
land who have been sent here to represent 
the Maryland State Society and to look over 
your productions of skill and art and design. 
We have also gentlemen here from the far 
West, from Nebraska, from Kansas, from 
Minnesota, and they have come here as rep- 


New England, and see whether she has 
maintained her early reputation or whether 
she is falling to the rear in the great part 
which her business men and manufacturers 
take in the work of life. We welcome here 
to-day the Governor of New Hampshire. 
He is part and parcel of us. We wish that 
we could welcome also the other Governors 
of the New England States, but for various 
reasons they are not able to be with us. 

It is now my pleasure to introduce to you 
His Excellency, Governor Prescott of New 
Hampshire, a man who is a tiller of the soil 
and a sharer with you in those great agricul- 
tural industries out of which not only the 
wealth of the United States has grown, but 
out of which has grown the wealth of the 
world. (Applaused

Farmers and Mechanics of New England: 
I shall detain you but a very few moments. 
In the first place, I wish to say that when 
His Excellency, Gov. Rice secures his talk- 
ing machine for making speeches, from Mr. 
Edison, if he finds that it works well 1 shall 
apply for the second one. [ Laughter. | 

It isa great pleasure for me to be here 
to-day and to meet so many of the people of 
Massachusetts. I was in hopes that I should 
have the pleasure of bringing with me to 
meet you on this occasion the distinguished 
Governor of Pennsylvania, Gov. Hartranft, 
(applause) who was in the State of New 
Hampshire last week, and who was given a 
reception at Concord last evening, but he 
had an engagement in Newport, R. L., to- 
night, which obliged him to pass directly 
through this State. 

Col. Needham alluded to me as a farmer, 
I am a farmer. I wll the soil, when my 
officiall duties will permit, and there is no 
work Ido with greater pleasure than that, 
although the soil is somewhat rugged in 
the State of New Hampshire. I was born 
on afarm and reared on a farm, I remain 
on a farm, and I hope to die on a farm. 

During the few hours I have been here I 
have enjoyed myself very much in witness- 
ing the exhibition in yonder building, which 
has been described to you in such glowing 
language by Gov. Rice. I witnessed it with 
| great pleasure, and I think it is the finest 
exhibition that I have ever seen, with the 
exception, perhaps, of the exhibition at the 
Centennial, and 1 am not sure that it does 
not equal or even surpass that. I think 
great credit is due the ladies of Massachu- 
setts and of New England who have put on 
exhibition such a fine display of needle- 
work. It is always a great pleasure to me 
to visit the State of Massachusetts. 

I enjoy looking upon these beautiful resi- 
dences of farmers along your valleys and 
upon your hills, and witnessing the thrift 
and the enterprise that are seen from one 
end of your State to the other. In many 
respects, of course, you are far ahead of us 
in New Hampshire. Our soil is more 
rugged ; we have not so many acres of ara- 
ble land as you have, and it is not so pro- 
ductive, but our farmers in New Hampshire 
are thrifty. You will see fine farms alon 
our valleys, and upon our hillsides ; you will 
j we fing ops of sheep and fine herds of 
; cattle thtre.’ Many of them undoubtedly 
jare on exhibition here to-day, although I 
have not yet had the privilege of seeing 
them. You will find inteiligence among our 
people, and our common people, as you find 
it in the State of Massachusetts, and it is 
that intelligence that gives us a superiority 
over many other States in the Union. If I 
did not know that I was in Massachusetts, I 
should think I was looking a New Hamp- 
shire audience in the face, for I cannot see 
any difference; you all look alike to me. 
There is an intimate relation between the 
States of Massachusetts and New Hampshire 
and a kindly feeling. I think that the State of 
Massachusetts has been greatly benefitted 
within the last fifty years by the people who 
have emigrated from the State of New 
Hampshire into your State. We have fur- 
nished almost every year, from our young 
men and young women, teachers in your 
schools, mechanics in your workshops, and 
workers in all your branches of industry. 
We dislike to part with them, but when 
they go into the State of Massachusetts and 
other States, we feel confident that they will 
improve and elevate the society wherever 
they go. 

I thank you, gentlemon, for the attention 
rou have given me during the few moments 
i have spoken in this desultory manner. I 
know it is di able for you to stand here 
in this inclement weather, it is difficult for 
me to speak here, and there are a great many 
things about this exhibition that I want to 
see and you want to see, and I do not wish 
to detain you here to listen to any remarks 
of mine. I wili, therefore, simply bia you

ou have also heard His Excellency the 
Governor of New Hampshire, that sturdy 
and stalwart State which is enabled to derive 
from its granite soil life enough not only to 
make it preeminent at home, but to infuse 
warm blood and fresh life into other States 
all over the Union. There is nothing, my 
friends, for me to say excepting as a citizen 
of Worcester, representing many of you here 
before me, to = you how thoroughly we 
have enjoyed their visit here, how much 
obliged we are to them that they have fa- 
vored us with their presence, and how ear- 
nestly we hope that they may be induced in 
the near hereafter to favor us again. 

My friends, citizens of Worcester, you 

will permit me to say that we have extended 
to them the warm hand-grasp of friendship ; 
we have thrown open to them these beauti- 
ful and ample grounds; our prayers have 
even invoked this auspicious weather to 
which His Excellency the Governor of 
Massachusetts has been pleased to refer. 
The sultry skies have veen veiled and the 
dust has been laid by this pleasant and 
genial dampness, [Laughter] All this we 
have done for them and we think that they 
have appreciated the welcome we have extend- 
ed to them and the facilities which we have 
sought to extend to them for their enjoy- 
ment. 
Having said this, my friends, what re- 
mains for me to say? I rode around with 
Col. Needham yesterday, and witnessed this 
admirable, may I not say this incomparable 
exhibition, and I felt that however sewing- 
machines and other machines may multiply, 
however much they may take the place of 
that old hand-labor which gave nerve and 
strength to our ancestors, however much 
they may play their part in that advancing 
and enlarging civilization of the future (for 
I believe that every new invention but en- 
larges the civilization of the world) there is 
still one pursuit, there is still one occupa- 
tion which always affords an opportunity for 
labor, displaced temporarily elsewhere, and 
that is agriculture. Never during the cen- 
turies that are to come will the time be 
when the laborer, displaced for a time from 
his labor by machinery, cannot find a grate- 
ful and teeming soil where he can secure a 
livelihood for himself and a future for his 
children, 

Now, my friends, riding around yesterday, 
I was a tariff man. I felt that home produc- 
tion was a good thing. I saw a great deal 
from abroad, but I saw also a great deal 
rom home, and while I admired that which 
came from abroad, still I felt that home pro- 
ducts would fairly compete with those that 
came from abroad. ‘To-day, my friends, | 
am a free-trader. I believe in foreign impor- 
tations. I do not think that the home pro- 
ducts quite compare with the foreign, and 
therefore my friends, having-seen the foreign, 
having been filled to repletion by that which 
comes to us from abroad, I will deprive you 
of any further competition from that which 
was made at home. [Loud Applause.] 


This closed the speaking, and the hour for din- 
ner having arrived, the crowd sought the numer- 
ous tents and booths dpon the grounds to refresh 
the inner man and rest for a season preparatory 
to the enjoyments of the afternoon.

John B. Moore, Concord, exhibits 
some fine clusters of Concord, and one seedling, 
which bears his name, which bids fair to become 
a valuable addition to the list, as it ripens about 
the first of September. A. Hixon, Worcester, 
has four clusters ot Delaware; G. W. Gage, 
Methuen, a good show of Hartford Prolific and 
Blood’s Black, and James A. Fuller of Worces- 
ter fonr bunches of Del and four bunches 
of Hartford Prolific. 

QUINCES. 
There is very little of this fruit on the tables, 
as it is too early in the season for the exhibition 
of ripe specimens. Wm. H. Earle and Chas.

VEGETABLES. 

The display of vegetables in Washburn Hall 
is quite small, one reason being that it is yet too 
early inthe season for the exhibition of fully- 
ripened specimens of a large number of varieties.

H. Rice, 
of Worcester, exhibits a new forage plant, the 
“Prickly Comfrey,” or Symphytum Asperri- 
mum, which is said to be specially adapted to the 
feeding and fattening of all farm stock, and {or 
increasing the milk of cows, It is claimed that 
it will produce five or six crops of from 15 to 25 
tons each per acre, each season.

Col. Needham said that, 
all things considered, he thought Worcester had 
better facilities for such a fair than any other city 
of the same population. The grounds are ample 
for everything necessary to be exhibited, and are 
located so near the centre of the city as to be 
within easy walking distance for visitors. More- 
over, Worcester is located in the centre of a rich 
farming district, and has railroad facilities pos- 
sessed by no city of the same size in New Eng- 
land. It is certain that all who have enjoyed the 
lavish hospitality of the citizens of Worcester 
this year would, if they had an opportunity, vote 
enthusiastically in favor of holding the Fair 
there another year.

One of the square crowned hats is of 
black silk, with a wide brim, which is lined 
with black satin. ‘The trimming is princi- 
pally massed at the top of the crown, and 
consists of two red roses, a cluster of rib- 
bons and three feather tips, which curl over 
the front. 

The “Cromwell” is the favorite hat for 
garden parties and for married ladies. It 
has a square crown, rather wide brim, and 
is set well back upon the head. The brim 
is lined with satin laid in folds, and some- 
times face trimming will be added, but usu- 
ally friz is deemed sufficient, and the hat 
hes only an exterior ornamentation of satin 
ribbon, feathers or flowers.
